The Pall Mall Gazette, 
in referring to the report, says: ‘‘The theological bul- 
wark which fenced off the one day in seven having been 


>lundermined by the sappers and miners of modern 


skepticism, mere humanitarian considerations fail to 
stem the encroachment of the employer on the rest day 
of the workingman. ‘Sunday labor is largely the re- 
sult of the gradual growth of custom, the exceptional 
state of things becoming ultimately the settled rule.’ 
We shall see socialists rallying to Sinai yet; for all the 
forces ot modern democracy are unable to secure for the 
toiler that minimum of weekly rest which was laid down 
as one of the fundamental human rights by the Hebrew 
lawgiver.”’ Ifthe American workingmen wish to retain 
Sunday as a day of rest, they must vigorously oppose 
the adoption of the German views regarding its observ- 
ance. If made a day for recreation and worldly pleas- 
ure, it will eventually be made a day for enforced labor. 

—John Bright, writing to the Secretary of the 
London Peace Society, who is one of the deputation 
coming to the United States to present a memorial to 
President Cleveland in favor of the establishment of an 


international arbitration treaty, says: “There is talk of 


a permanent arbitration treaty between the United 
Statesand England. The project is a reasonable one, 
and discussion may lead to its adoption. If the Gov- 
ernment of the United States were willing, and were in 
any way to signify its willingness to become a party to 


governed. 








such a treaty, there is a force of good men with us to 
induce our government to consent. If this be done, it 
will be a grand step forward in the world’s march, and 
be followed in some not distant time by other nations 
willing to escape the sorry burden of military armaments. 
Two hundred members of the House of Commons 
signed the arbitration memorial. But far more than 
this number will be ready to urge the acceptance of the 
treaty upon our government. If the action taken at 
Washington be favorable to the success of the scheme, 
England and the United States will still remain two 
nations, but I would have them always regard them- 
selves as one people, An arbitration treaty honestly 
made and adhered to, would tend much to bring about 
this blessed result.”

It has come from the spirit of God 
breathing upon his people a larger charity, and inspiring 
a more faithful study of the teachings of his Word. 
Hence, the discussion appearing in every quarter, and 
the protests against the wrongs of divisions and strife. 


—The existence has just been discovered of a detest- 
able microbe which feeds upon iron with as much glut- 
tony as the phylloxera upon the vine. Some time ago 
the greatest consternation existed among the engineers . 
employed on the railway at Hagen by the accident oe- 
curring always at the same place, proving that some 
terrible defect must exist either in the material or the 
construction of the rails, The German Government 
directed an inquiry to be made, and a commission of 
surveillance to be formed for the purpose of maintaining 
constant watch at the spot where the accidents—one of 
them attended with loss of life—had occurred. It was 
not, however, until after six months had elapsed that 
the surface of the rails appeared to be corroded, as if by 
acid, to the extent of one hundred yards. The rail was 
taken up and broken, and it was literally hollowed out 
by a thin gray worm, to which the qualification of “‘rail- 
overous” was assigned, and by which name it is to be 
classed in natural history. The wormissaid to be two 
centimeters in length and of the size of the prong of a 
silver fork in circumference. It is of a light gray eolor, 
and on the head carries two little glands filled with a 
corrosive secretion, which is ejected every ten minutes 
upon the iron. This liquid renders the iron soft and 
spongy and of the color of rust, and it is then greedily 
devoured by the insect. “There is no exaggeration,’ 
says the official report of the commission, “in the asser- 
tion that this creature, for its kind, is one of the most 
voracious, for it has devoured thirty-six kilogrammes of 
rail in a fortnight.” :

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ANOTHER’S CONSCIENCE.

Conscience has been denominated “the law of the 
soul,” “the light of moral nature,” “the vicegerent of 
God,” “the revealer of truth.” Some think it is to the 
soul what the headlight is to an engine, a revealer of 
obstructions and danger. If this be true, why have 
men always been erring in things pertaining to con- 
science? Everybody believes that right should rule, 
but what is right has ever been a problem. Our duty 
in life requires study, investigation, and éxperience. 
The Bible gives a certain amount of instruction, but 
does not remove the necessity of an effort to find out 
the things most vital to our welfare here and hereafter. 
You might just as well try to invent a machine to 
save men the trouble of breathing as for one man to 
formulate just what another should believe. Then 
what shall we do with the conscience that differs from 
ours? Some act as though a man’s religious faith 
should be like crackers—cut to certain size, baked to 
a certain dryness, and packed in their box (the church) 
for future use or safe keeping. But menare like seeds, 
and must grow according to their individuality. 

We can not legislate for the growth of plants. The 
gladiolus and lily both drink of the sunlight, but each 
in itsown way. Asin nature, so it must be in spiritual 
life. We are to use society to bring out the individ- 
uslity of men. Every man should assert his own 
liberty and maiatain his own personal rights, but not 
despotize with his conscience over other people be- 
cause they differ in religious or political faith. Con- 
science is to move in the sphere of love, not in the 
sphere of authority. Men having a clear conscience of 
their own must respect that of another from whom 
they differ. Even if men are only semi-enlightened we 
are to respect their consciences. The following rule of 
the apostle never fails: “I knowand am persuaded by the 
Lord Jesus that there is nothing unclean of itself; but 
to him that esteemeth anything to be unclean, to him it 
is unclean. But if thy brother be grieved with thy 
meat [sacrificial meat], now walkest thou not charit- 
ably. Destroy not him with thy meat for whom Christ 
died. Let not then your good be evil spoken of, for 
the kingdom of God is not meat and drink, but right- 
eousness, and peace, and joy in the Holy Ghost. For 
he that in these things serveth Christ is acceptable to 
God and approved of men.” 

No matter what church a man is in, if he has the 
above moral qualities in his life, God is satisfied with 
him, and men ought to be. When a man can peace- 
fully express his honest convictions, the plea for sects 
will go to pieces like a “rope of sand.”” Thank God a 
great advance has been made on this subject, but much 
needs to be done yet. We are required to respect the 
consciences of men who believe differently from us. 
We need not indorse their creed, but dhould not forget 


_ that they are as honest before God in their opinions as 


weare. If they conform to the great law of charity, 
and the spirit of love and benevolence abound in them, 
and they are happy and are makers of happiness in 
others, I accept them because Christ accepts them, and 
I am bound to accord them the right of forming their 
own opinions. I have no right to make a man unhappy 
because I do not agree with him. I have no right to 
turn public sentiment against him and make it hard for 
him to live in the community because he has been hon- 
est and independent in the formation of his religious 
conclusions. 

If this is not Paul’s theology I confess, after twenty 
years’ investigation, I have failed to discover what it is. 
“Him that is weak in the faith receive ye.” Yes, but they 
say, “Ought we not to catechise him?” “No, no,” says 
the apostle; “him that is weak in the faith receive ye, 
but not to doubtful disputations.” 

I can understand why the first impulse of a cat is to 
pounce on the mouse and convert it into a cat. So when 
a man of different faith comes in to another’s house, 
the first impulse is to question him. But the apostle 
says, “Let each man stand or fall to his own master.” 
Be fully persuaded in your own mind, and then let 
everybody respect you. “Who art thou that judgest 
another man’s servant? To his own master he stand- 
eth or falleth.” We do not belong to any man or creed; 
we belong to God, and are responsible to him. “No 
man liveth to himself, and no man dieth to himself. 
For whether we live, we live unto the Lord, and wheth- 
er we die, we die unto the Lord; therefore, whether 


we live or die, we are the Lord's,” Since I am God's, 
no man shall say what I shall believe. To God I stand 
or fall, and to him [ look for directions. ’

I SHALL NOT WANT. 


The golden text: ‘Casting all your care upon him; 


'for he careth for you.” I. Peter5: 7. “The Lord is 


my shepherd; I shall not want.” Psalm 23: 1. 

The young Preacher from Capernaum on the Mount 
of Beatitudes, near the Sea of Galilee, tells his hearers 
many golden truths. He honors his Father, and com- 
mends him as worthy of implicit trust. As piety is 
without display, so the first business is to seek God’s 
kingdom and his righteousness, and serve Christ and 
not mammon. Two masters can not be served at the 
same time. “Mammon” means wealth or riches. All 
thought and effort given to the gathering of earthly 
treasure is incompatible with correc: and holy service. 
To serve God is to obey him, to labor for his interests, 
his cause, and have the heart entirely interested; to 
regard his will in all things, and be sincerely in the 
practice and pursuit of godliness. Whatever is done, 
is done to the glory of God. Mammon service respects 
riches and honors wealth as the highest good. We 
serve mammorn when we honor men who have money, 
because they have money irrespective of character or 
by what means they obtained it; or when we honor in 
arich man what we would not honor in a poor man. 
It is not wrong to be rich, but the serving of riches 
instead ‘of making them serve God, our neighbors, or 
ourselves. Itis possible fora poor man to serve mam- 
mon as earnestly as the rich man. It is the desire of 
riches more than the possession. Whoever is willing 
to do wrong for the sake of riches, sacrifices his piety, 
his usefulness, and even his health to obtain them; 
allows them to absorb his attention that he has no 
time for worship, or helping his neighbor, or leading 
others to Christ; who loves riches so that he can not 
freely put into God’s treasury, is the servant and slave 
of mammon. Such a slave despises God, and holds to 
the god of this world. “Ye can not serve God ani 
mammon.” We should make this mammon of unright- 
eousness serve us, and employ it for the higher good. 

It will not be best to modify or tone down this part 
of the inaugural sermon of the new kingdom. Read 
it as itis. Receive it in its full and highest sense of 
confiding trust in the “heavenly Father.” Over-anx- 
iety tends to dishonesty, to crime, selfishness, disap- 
pointment, and to bitterness of spirit. It is wrong to 
fret and grumble because we do not have all we think 
we need. There is danger in being rich, but most per- 
sons are willing to assume the risk. “The rich fall 
into temptation anda snare.” “The love of money is 
the root of all evil.” “Be not high-minded, nor trust in 
uncertain riches, but in the living God.” Whoever, 
rich or poor, that sets his heart on getting money is 
serving mammon, and making riches his idol. 

The true Christian nead not worry about earthly 
things. Our mountain Preacher teaches very clearly 
that God will care for those who truly trust him. The 
heavenly Father cares for the birds and the flowers, 
will he not care for Christian men and women? It 
reads in Psalm 37: 3, “Trust in the Lord and do good; 
so shalt thou dwell in the land, and verily thou shalt 
be fed.” Has not this been literally fulfilled many 
thousand times?—fed the Israelites in the desert, 
brought water for drink from the fi nty rock, fed 
Elijah and the widow of Zarephath? God has mavy 
ways of doing this same thing now. The past year 
God has wonderfully supplied all my needs. Most 
truly I have been led to say, ‘The Lord is my shepherd; 
I do not want; he has led me into pastures of tender 
grass, and by the waters of quietness. I can not doubt. 
To day, as ever, he cares for the birds and flowers, and 
so he will for all who put in him their trust.” 

God sends his rain and sunshine upon just and un- 
just. He gives many good things to his enemies. Bat 
these rich promises are to those who obey. “Seek ye 
first the kingdom of God and his righteousness.” The 
first duty is to repent, ask pardon of sin, and obey our 
Lord Jeaus Christ without any rearve. Do this sin- 
cerely “and take no thought for the morrow,’ or, as 
the new version says, “Be not anxious for the morrow, 
for the morrow will be anxious for itself.” Esch day 
will bring its own anxiety; and also will come each day 
the necessary grace. Let, therefore, there be no unwise 
anxiety about the future unless unnecessarily the 
temper, faith, and peace of soul is marred. Our heav- 


enly Father knoweth the Cl-ristian’s wants and all hi, 
needs, and as readily provides as he does for birds ang 
flowers Look at tte lilies; Solomon in all hig glory 
was not arrayed like one of these. If God feeds the 
birds and clothes the grass of the fields, he will supply 
all the wants of his dear adopted children. 

What a Preacher! How beautiful his illustration, 
—the birds of the mountain, the fl »wers upon the hil]. 
sides of Galilee! Birds were abuodani in Galilee, and 
no doubt were in sight at this time when he said, “Your 
heavenly Father feedeth them.” The large, beautify) 
lily may also have been in sight, or was familiar to hig 
hearers. Dr. Thompson, in his “Land and Book,” says: 
“The Huleh lily is very Jarge, and the three inner 
petals meet above and form a gorgeous canopy, such ag 
art never approached and king never sat under, even 
in his utmost glory. And when I met this incompara- 
ble flower in all its loveliness, among the oak woods 
around the northern base of Tabor, and on the hilly 
of Nazareth where our Lord spent his youth, I felt 
assured it was to this he referred.” The waving grass 
upon the mountain side his heavenly Father clothed, 
O ye of little faith, will he not clothe you? Whats 
Shepherd! “TI shall not want!”

“FAITH ABOVE REASON.” 

Is life good or evil? Is existence a blessing or a 
eurse? It were foolish for one who has realized that 
the hope in immortality is not a vain hope, or that 
faith in Christ is not a foible, to ask such questions as 
the above. But were one without this bope and faith, 
or without the knowledge of these, would such a ques- 
tion be foolish then? 

We have recently read the profession of one who 
had struggled for years to find whether life is worth 
living. He devoured the theories of the philosophers 
of all time; he traversed the fields of science; but 
from these he could gather no information further 
than theory. He sought the most cultured society, 
but nothing presented itself ava plausible reason for 
living. Life amid all this searching put on an evil 
shape. A monstrous fraud was it all—this hurrying 
to and fro, this serving in these walls of time. God 
a monster and man the helpless subject of his cruelty, 
all the forces of nature pitted against him, tending to 
destroy or at least to harm, necessitating constant care 
on the part of man, that he be not overcome by these 
opposing forces. This condition of things, where 
flood and cyclone, lightning flash, and tongue of fisme 
destroys; where frost or broiling sun may blight; 
where pain and sickness torture men, and death lets 
none escape! Where, O men that know—if there be 
such—am I to find the revelation that will reconcile 
all this apparent evil with a design whose end is the 
ultimate good? The seeker struggled on but found no 
light. “All is evil,’ he said; “it were better not to 
be,” and yet he did not cease to be. Failing to obtain 
light from the field of the known, he studied life for 
himself, and under the impression that life is evil he 
hit upon four ways in which the awful consciousness 
of such a condition may be escaped. 

The first is through ignorance. Such as this take 
no thought as to the mesniog or purpose of life, and 
realize no evil nor absurdity in it all—a dull, morbid 
sense escaping the torture of a finer perception. 

The second is the epicurean manner of life—eat, 
drink, and be merry to-day for to-morrow ye die. 
These are conscious of the evil, but they refuse to be 
controlled by it. So they drink the cup of pleasure to 
the dregs, and when death comes they look upon it 
an end of all. 

The third class escape through the medium of great 
courage. Evil stares them in the face. It were better 
not to be, the courageous soul concludes, and so a rope 
around the neck or leap from the river bridge, and al! 
is over—life a tragedy. ; 

The fourth class escape through weakness, and this 
weakness, strange to say, amounts to endurance. These 
know that life is evil, yet have not the courage to flee 
away from it. Reason tells these that death is better 
than life, yet they have not the will-power to do as res 
son tells them. 

Our seeker classos himself with the last of these 
four, acknowledging finally that his theory that life is 
evil may be wrong. Inklings of this perhaps sustained 
him and enabled him to endure, even though his 
major thought gravitated towards the idea that life is # 
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curse. Bat now rcason had been exhausted, and these 
four wsys had beer the only wsys cf escape presented 
to thie inqui:ing mind. Is it possible that life my, 
after all, be a great blessing instead of a curse? This 
is contrary to reason, however. This being so, how am 
Ito gain this more beautiful concept? With these 
questionings he began to study life from another point 
of view. Religions are examined to determine if they 
afforded any superior light. They claimed something 
he possessed not. To understand this is the struggle 
for the future. He takes up the Christian religion for 
study, and seeks to know its workings upon different 
classes—professing adherents. He discovers the secret 
of it all amid the lower walks of life, for here more 
universally was manifest the power of that secret. 
Something was here exhibited which he could not 
fully understand, and yet that which drew forth this 
exhibition was the very thing for which he sought. 
Men here possessed a knowledge that he, after all his 
intellectual striving, had not attained. It wasa knowl- 


’ edge of something that changed his whole mental con- 


cept. These people were moved by a faith in the 
things unseen as yet. Our seeker now felt that he was 
on the road to the solution of the dark problem. 

Is life worth living? If so, how do you make it out? 
Reason answers in the negative if we employ reason 
alone. Faith in Christ, the strongest force known to 
mortals, answers, This is God's world, and God iz good. 
Life flows from him who creates, and he who creates is 
love. This faith comprehends a reason for all the ap- 
parent militating forces egsinst man’s progress, and be- 
holds in them the most benevolent agents, when prop- 
erly understood, for hastening that progress. But 
from whence this faith? Is it the product of reason- 
ing? Certainly not, else philosophy would have re- 
vealed it to our seeker. Is it from the acceptance of 
theory, ignorant of the steps which lead to such the- 
ory? No. Frum whence, then,and what is this force 
in men’s consciousness that gives meaning to life? I 
auswer not save to say from God, and that it is life. 

Faith, in proncunocing life a blessing, becomes some- 
thing sublime, and the idea that it is nothing more 
than a simple assent of the mind becomes absurd. 
Devils believe and tremble. Faith is more than be- 
lief. It is the sustenance of life spiritual; as Paul 
says, “The jast live by faith;” that is, without it man 
would needs occupy one of the conditions named by 
our seeker—stupid ignorance, epicureanism, suicidal 
state, ora miserable weakness. With it eternal life isa 
possession. The faithful have eternal life. Faith dis- 
covers to us that lifeis good. Spiritual unfoldment this 
—the tongue of man defines it not. Thesoul’s worth is 
measured by faith’s constancy. Our pathway grows 
bright when we possess this faith; and when shades 
come this faith reveals the purpose of it all; namely, 
to show the value of light. 

It is a blessed thought that Christianity possesses 
power to disclose to the doubter the meaning and 
worth of existing here. All growth but adds to our 
stature as children of the Most High. Our trouble is 
not in vain, for if we faint not victory will be ours, 
and heirship with the Finisher of our faith our blessed 
reward, 

“Stronger than reason that reels, deeper than trust that 
is blind, 

The creed of faith must be in the heart that turns to 
cast 

A stone in the face of doubt. Instinct rises over mind. 

(Hold fast, thou soul, unto God, and God shall hold thee 
fast ) 

For the heart that feels can answer, tho’ creeds perish, 
shrines fall, 

And a world that seems fated stands trembling, hearing 
the tempter call 

Through the dark ; to the heart that questions the knowl- 
edge of that heart saith, 

Listen. Thro’ fatth the soul lives—the soul that can con-

AM I RIGHT? 

Right about what? About the name “Christian” 
not being used as a denominational name by the early 
movers and defenders of the Ohristian faith? If I 
am right, then it isa matter of surprise that we have 
not kept it more to the front, and thus show the in- 
Consistency of the charge made against us by the re- 
ligious world. We understand that when the movers 
of our position and faith broke awsy from sectism, it 
Was not to add another denomination to the list, but, 


liks the early ciaciples of Jesus, they weat forth as 
evangelists to preac hia religion in simplicity and 
purity. Under their labors many were gathered to the 
“Shiloh,” and they expected that the converts would 
find homes in the different churches; but in this they 
were disappointed, for the churches would not receive 
them. This lamentable state of affairs forced them to 
care for their converts, and in the organization that 
followed they were known simply as an “association of 
Christians.” That was perfectly compatible with the 
Bible, for the name applied to them as individuals and 
not as a denomination. 

Then what followed? Why, the orthodox (7?) world 
raised the cry at once of “Christ-yans,” that they 
might have a sectarian name. Our lexicographers are 
not acquainted with the word; hence we conclude 
that it is the child of stupidity and ignorance or bit- 
ter prejudice 

From that time forward ecclesiasticism has con- 
stantly made it appear that we are a sect and that the 
name “Christian” is used in a sectarian sense. They 
have not been willing that we should be known through 
the years of our history as an “association of Chris- 
tians’’ (all we have sought for), but have constaatly 
forced upon us the name “Christian” in a denomina- 
tional sense. The name Christian, when used indi- 
vidually, as our early preachers intended, was so sim- 
ple, beautiful, and biblical that none could find fault 
with it, for it was not using in an exclusive sense a 
name that belonged to all believers. I charge the 
religious world with great injustice in that for years 
they have forced upon us the name “Christian” de- 
nominationally, and then turn upon us and say we use 
it in a sectarian sense. 

In the Heratp of July 28th, page 469, Our 
Monthly says, “The use they make of the name ‘Chris- 
tian’ is just as sectarian asthe use of any other name.” 
Here we have an example of what we have been 
speaking of, and it certainly can not be that the 
brother is ignorant of our teachings relative to the 
name, for it has been heralded to the world for nearly 
a century. From early childhood I have been a 
reader of the grand old HERALD, and it is a great 
satisfaction to know that through these years the de- 
fenders of our faith have in the spirit of Christ set 
plainly before the world the position and principles we 
hold so dear. How long must we tell the world that 
we do not use our name ina sectarian sense? unless any 
individual Christian, wanting to be known by that 
name, and that only, is a sectarian. 

The world has never been willing to acknowledge 
the orthodoxy of our position and teachings, our liber- 
ality of sentiment, or our breadth of fellowship, and 
yet I express the sentiment and practice of the brother- 
hood when I say, we stand ready to receive and fel- 
lowship any brother who takes the name Christian 
and the Bib‘e as the man of his counsel, whether he 
is connected with us in church relations or not. We 
want it understood that we do not use our name in an 
exclusive sense, but in a broad, catholic sense, and 
would with gladness hail the day when ali believers 
shall receive the name first given at Antioch to the 
exclusion of all others. Then would we have “one 


fold and one Shepherd.”

ANTIQUITY OF THE SCRIPTURES. 


Few of us ever stop to think how old the Bible is. 
Yet “the Scriptures are believed by candid critics to 
contain the most ancient forms of truth now known to 
men.” With the aid of chronological tables, any one 
may easily make prcfitable comparisons between the 
antiquity of the Book and that cf other writings and 
events. The Scriptures contain the only authentic 
history of the world before the flood. We fiadin the 
Pentateuch one or two stanzas of poetry composed in 
the antediluvian period. The Hebrew statutes were 
enacted a thousand years before Justinian reformed 
the Roman jurisprudence. In the B:ble we have the 
record of chartered rights secured to the people more 
than two thousand years before Magoa Charta. 

What a sensation would be produced if the first 
chapter of Genesis should appear for the first time in 
one of our newspapers to-morrow! Yet there can be 
no doubt that that chapter contains the oldest writing, 
twenty-five hundred years before the invention of 
printing. Xenophon’s record of the conversation of 
Socrates, in his ““Memorabilis,” seems an old book to 
us, yet similar topics were discussed in Ecclesiastes 
six hundred years before. The works of Tacitus, 
Platarch, and Quintilian are not modern, yet the 
books of the New Testament are older than they. 

As to the Book of Jvb, its ege is beyond ccnjecture. 
Those who make it as mod rn as they can are com- 
pelled to place its origin at least one thousand years 
beforegHomer. When Priam was kivg of Troy, Jub 
was of remote sntiquity. The name of Alexander has 
no modcra sound to us, yet when Alexander invaded 
Syria, the Book of Job might have been read before 
him as the work ofan author more time-honored than 
the name of Alexander is now. . 

The writings of Confucius are modern compared to 
moat of the Bible; and the most that the Hindoos 
can justly claim for their sacred books, the Vedas, is 
that they were written five hundred years after the 
death of Moses. The Koran is a book fresh from the 
press compared with the Scriptures.— Dr. Upson.

NOTES FROM NORTHFIELD.—No. 2. 

Rev. Dr. Morgan, of London, spoke on Elisha, refer- 
ring to him as the consecrated and concentrated man. 
The danger of to-day is dissipation. Elisha, in fol- 
lowing Elijah, was taken from place to place, each to 
test him to the utmost.. From Gilgal down to Bethel 
—lower in moral condition. Determination comes out 
with every test. Jericho had the curse of God upon 
it. Nothing could be more depressing. The sun shines 
on one side of évery cloud; Elisha was on that side. 
Gilgal was the place of circumcision. (Daut. 30: 6.) 
Bethel, the house of God, Jacob’s vision. Elisha 
comes out of all with increasing strength. Then he is 
tried by the sons of the prophets. They might have 
been a little jealous. Elisha had been taken from the 
plow. They were in the regular line of succession. 
Why were not they taken? The two, Elijah and 
Elisha, came to Jordan. Fifty were looking on to see 
what would come of it—the tried disciple and the 
Master, they two. The other is equal to any occasion. 
If we are not concentrated, we may ask mischievous 
things; hence, in John 16, ‘In that day ye shall ask.” 
When we are really consecrated, God can say, “Ask 
what ye will.” “If thou see me when I am taken trom 
thee.” Then I must keep my eyes on him all the time. 
Elisha could not be diverted by friends, scenery, or 
sights. When the chariot appeared he saw it and cried, 
“My father, my father, the chariot of Israel!” The 
last word refers to God’s covenant. He rent his 
clothes—‘‘put off the old man’’—and took up his mantle, 
the sign of his power, like the Holy Ghost falling on 
them. He came to Jordan and said, “Where is the 
Lord God of Elijah?” He might have said, God does 
not do miracles except for a purpose. He might fora 
nation, but not for two men or one. God works in 
either case on the same principle. It was no more for 
him to divide the sea for one man than for a nation. 
Take the little book, “Answers to Prayer.’”” We can 
not always see the reason, but there is individual help. 
When the sons of the prophets saw him, they said, 
“The spirit of Elijah doth rest on Elisha.” So men 
that have stood off and looked on will come and join. 

Referring to the judgment on the children, Dr. Mor- 
gan suggested that they represented public opinion, and 
Elisha did not curse them in his own name. The 
judgment was on the people rather than on the chil- 
dren, represented by Hiel going out of Bethel and 
building Jericho. 

In the evening Mr. Moody read II. Peter 1: 5-8. 
Nineteen out of twenty were hungering and thirsting. 
Verses 9 and 10. No danger of backsliding with these 
graces. Faith is the foundation. No outer life without 
the inner. We must pay more attention to the inner 
life, The best definition of faith is in Hebrew 11: 1. 
Faith is the foundation of everything—confidence in 
one another. “No matter what a man believes, if he 


is only sincere,” is one of the most pernicious doctrines 
in the world. Two men going up in a balloon cut one 
cord thinking there was another, but there wasn’t. 
Direful results. Suppose I go to the bank with a check 
for $10,000. Olerk says, “Mr. Moody, have you got 
anything in the bank?” “No; but I’m dead in earn- 
est.” He would think me crazy. There must be a 
‘reason for confidence. Suppose I get a man to set out 
trees for me, and he cuts off the roots; thinks they are 
no good because they are out of sight. The weather 
lately has tested the foundations. There would have 
been terrible accidents if they had not dug deep. 

Faith that leads to Christ is all right. I should not 
take my eye out to look at it to see whether I had one. 
The miser lays hold of money; the child, of pleasure; 
the Christian, of Christ. God never asks a man to be- 
lieve without giving him something to believe. A man 
said to me once, “Mr. Moody, you preach a very perni- 
cious doctrine, that salvation by faith.” ‘Well,’ I 
said, “I'll convince youin a minute. If a man puta his 
headin that door and says, ‘This house is on fire,’ if 
you believe it, you'll get out.’”’ Some say they can’t 
believe. God doesn’t tell you to do what you can’t. A 
man, in an after-meeting, said to me, “Mr. Moody, I 
can’t believe.” “Who?” “You don’t understand me. 
I can’t believe.” ‘Who?’ I thought he was going to 
say God, and then I would ask him, “Why?” Joshua’s 
dying testimony was, “Ye know in all your hearts and 
in all your souls, that not one thing hath failed of all 
the good things which the Lord your God spake con- 
cerning you.” Nobody was able to stand before 
Joshua. Why? Because of his faith. Talk about the 
right kind of faith! Christ says, “If ye have faith as 
a grain of mustard seed.” I don’t need the whole 
Connecticut River to get water; I’ve gota well. Some 
confound feeling with faith. It isn’t anything to say I’m 
comfortable in my house. If I have any doubts about 
the title, I havea lawyer look it up. The Irishman 
said, “I tremble, but the rock doesn’t.’”’” A man had 
been in the habit of giving to a beggar. By and by he 
said, “I don’t want it any more. Aman gave me five 
thousand dollars.” “How do you know it is good?” 
“T took it to the bank and deposited it.” ‘But did 
you take it with the right hand?’ ‘Don’t care how I 
took it, so long as L’ve got it.” 

If I tell you something, you believe it. Faith is con- 
fidence in a man’s veracity. I used, in Chicago, to be 
all the time urging the people to pray for faith. I 
thought it was going to come down and strike me like 
lightning. The more I know of a good man, the more 
faith I have in him; the more I know of a bad man, 
the less. If I want a faith that will move mountains, 
I must go to the Word of God and get acq 1ainted with it. 

Christ honored faith wherever he found it. Going 
up to Tyre and Sidon he met a woman. The disciples 
wanted to send her away. They thought she was only 
a Gentile dog, and he had come “to the lost sheep of 
the house of Israel.” Christ was glad to find faith in 
the midst of that heathen darkness. 

The story of the palsied man is recorded in three 
Gospels, and neither speaks of his faith. It was his 
neighbors that had faith and brought him. When they 
got there there was a crowd looking on like the fifty 
prophets. The power of the Lord was present to heal, 
but nobody was healed; they didn’t want it. When 
they got there the crowd was in the way. They had 
come a long way to see Christ, and they would not give 
up their standing room. Some of us would have gone 
away discouraged; but they didn’t. They looked to 
see what else they could do. They couldn’t get in 
doors nor windows, so they broke up the roof and let 
him down through that. Some men won’t be brought 
any other way. If you have skeptical neighbors, have 
faith for them. When the man was healed he didn’t 
have to go up through the roof. 

See how God worked through Moses and other in- 
dividuals. Unconverted friends, have faith to-night 
and God will save you. The dying thief was one of 
the most remarkable cases of faith on record. I don’t 
know as he had ever heard of Christ before that time. 
He had come out of his trials hardened. I think it 
was Christ’s prayer that moved him. He saw what a 
different spirit he had from himself. Elijah had many 
things to strengthen his faith. Isaiah had visions, but 
the thief had not had such opportunities. Some of the 
apostles probably doubted whether it was the Christ. 
Let this sentence sink deep into your hearts, “Have 
faith in God.” KE. A. 8.

MIAMI CHRISTIAN CONFERENCE. 


On the morning of August 30:h, in company with 
other friends, we left our home in New Carlisle for 
Greenville, where the above-named conference held 
its late session. The conference convened in the 
opera-hall, which was generously tendered by the 
owner, Mr. F. McWhinney, brother to the Elder, and 
the session was very pleasant and profitable. 

The rulings of the chair were of a high order, and 
the business of the conference was dispatched with 
brevity. Some very able papers were read by the 
chairmen of the different committees; papers that 
should receive a wide circulation not only because of 
the subject matter, but because of the masterly man- 
ner in which they were presented. “Christian Union,” 
by Rev. T. M. McWhinney, was in some of its feat- 
ures quite a departure from the old lines of thought 
with the Christian Church. He argued the necessity 
of denominational life to meet the demands of the 
times, and the working out of the specific missions 
that called them into being. Again, the paper taught 
that spiritual and not organic union was the object 
sought and end to be attained. 

Doubtless all will agree that organic union at the best 
is only an external sign of an internal condition. 
Where spiritual union obtains, organic union would 
result the same as the flowing together of the positive 
and negative electricities because of their affinities. 

On “Temperance,” by Rev. H. Y. Rush, was an 
able paper. It was profound in research, logical in 
reasoning, philosophical in its adaptability to the time, 
and should be sent forth as one of the living voices of 
the hour to awaken the Church to a more thorough 
consecration and deeper devotion to suffering human- 
ity. The sentiments of that paper should be as widely 
disseminated as the evils it antagonizes. This is an 

of reform, and the living issues of the hour demand 
that the Church of America arise in her strength, tor a 
voice from the graves of the fallen is calling across the 
gulf of two centuries, and a vast army of widows and 
orphans are pleading at her doors, and the time has 
come when unity of action and oneness of Christian 


effort should characterize us from the points where 
ee ones lap our shores, and from the Lakes to the 
ulf, 


Let the whisky oligarchy see upon the banners of 
the Church of America the grand watch-word, “ Un- 
conditional Surrender,” and then amid the pounding 
of heavy guns and the firm tread of God’s elect this 
formidable foe that now presenta a solid front in the 
forms of the “National Liquor League’ and the 
“Brewers’ Congress’ will be relegated to a warmer 
clime, where it will find its true affinities. 

On “Education,” by Rev. G. D. Black, was lumin- 
ous with original thought, far-reaching in its soope, 
and the most exhaustive treatise on that great subject 
it was ever our privilege to listen to.

1HE DOCTRINE OF THE TRINITY. 





Dr, Lyman Abbott: 

Dear Sir,—I am on the point of changing my church 
relations. I am a Methodist, the son of a rather promi- 
nent minister in that church, and all the religious asso- 
ciations of my past are with it. I have been an active 
and loyal worker in it as Sunday-school teacher and su- 
perintendent. Butin the last two years the Unitarian 
doctrine has been pervading my mind and heart, till the 
trinity appears to me now a mere man-made doctrine, 
needless, absurd, unscriptural. I have never heard a half 
dozen of Unitarian sermons in my life, nor read that 
many. No “undue influence” has been brought to bear. 
My reason and my Bible are the causes of the change, 
and these alone. I have fought against the growing con- 
viction, or at least (for I never fight an honest doubt) I 
have vigorously analyzed, so far as I could, each step of 
the growth, I have tasted (for my life is a busy one) 


Canoh Liddon and Dr, Hodge, and conversed with a 
well-posted Trinitarian theologian. I have been amazed 
at what seems to me the barrenness of argument, intui- 
tion, or scripture in support of the trinity. So barren 
have I found the field that I can not credit my own re- 
searches, and write you for assistance. 

I. I want to know the strongest writer in support of 
the Trinitarian view, and what portion of his works I 
should read. ° Will it repay me to read up the contro- 
versy between Arius and Athanasius? I want to know 
the passages in Scripture on which the doctrine of the 
trinity is based by its defenders. 

II, Iam anxious to know your own views on the fol- 
lowing points: 

1. Does Christ himself teach his own co-equality with 
God? 

2. Does he, or does inspired writ, teach plainly the 
personality of the Holy Ghost? 

3. Is the doctrine of the trinity a logical necessity of 
the assertion of Christ’s divinity (not deity)? 

IiI. One other point: Can I become a consistent 
member of the Congregational Church, believing:—in 
the unity of God; in Christ as a divinely empowered 
ambassador to this world, whose existence antedates his 
advent here in the flesh; in the Holy Ghost as an influ- 
ence, not a personality; in the Scripture as the moral 
and religious guide-book for mankind? E. J. W. 

Brooklyn, New York. 

We have numbered your questions, and answer them 
in their inverse order. 

I, With the views intimated you could unite with 
any Episcopal Church, with many Presbyterian 
churches, and with a few Congregational churches. 
Most Congregational churches, however, would re- 
fuse you admission, not beceuse they think a man can 
not be a Christian who holds such views, but because 
they think agreement in doctrinal opinion is necessary 
to the harmony and efficiency of a Christian church, 
and because they think it dangerous to admit to the 
prerogative of church membership, including equal 
rights with all others in the administration and con- 
trol of the Church those who dissent from its creed in 
important particulars; and the view which you inti- 
mate in your third question is substantially that of an 
Arian, or what in our timé might be called an Evan- 
gelical Unitarian. 

II. The doctrine of the trinity is not in the Bible; 
it is deduced from the Bible. In this respect it does 
not differ from most of the doctrines as formulated in 
our Christian creeds. The Bible is not a treatise on 
theology. It does not state truths in philosophical or 
scientific forms; it states them as vital experiences. 
Of all biblical writers Paul is the most philosophical, 
and even Paul states truth as an experience rather 
than asa philosophy. The relation of theology to the 
Bible is that of a treatise in botany toa garden. The 
Bible is a record of religious life, sometimes in the in- 
dividual, sometimes in the community. Theology 
takes the varied spiritual experiences and vital truths 
contained in the Bible, and endeavors to classify and 
arrange them in a complete and harmonious science of 
divine things. In this attempt it is not always very 
successful. A complete science of God is impossible 
to man, for man does not know enough to construct it. 
The doctrine of the trinity, as it is to be found in the- 
ological treatises, is simply an endeavor to combine 
certain faiths respecting God in a scientific and har- 
monious whole; and the attempt, though probably 
necessary, has never given satisfaction, even to those 
who have made it. Without attempting either to 
criticise or defend that scientific statement, we give 
briefly our own understanding of the Bible teachings 
which are involved in the doctrine of the trinity as 
held by the Church of Christ. i 

There is an infinite and eternal Spirit who has cre- 
ated and who animates all things, material and imma- 
terial, and in whom all live and move and have their 
being. This eternal and infinite Spirit is the provider 
as well as the creator of his children, and as agch is 
recognized by them as their Father. Inspiring and 
guiding all those who are willing to be inspired and 
guided by him, he has, in a peouliar measure, entered 
into one man’s life—that of Jesus of Nazareth, fully 
possessing and mastering him, so that every thought 
and word and deed became the perfect reflection of the 
Divine. He tabernacled in the man Jesus, dwelt with 
him, became God manifest in the flesh. Thus in 
Christ Jesus we have not merely an ambassador who 
brings a message from the infinite and incomprehensi- 
ble Spirit of light, but an incarnation ‘of that Spirit, 
through whem we become acquainted, not only with 
the will of God, but with God himself, with his own 


personality, so that he is no longer a God afar off, but 
brought near; no longer an unknown and unknowable, 
but one whose glory we have beheld in the glory of 
the only-begotten Son of the Father. In seeing the 
one we do truly see the other; as in looking upon the 
reflected image of the moon in a telescope we truly be. 
hold the moon itself. Buatit is not enough for our 
spiritual life that we should have been created and 
should be provided for by God, nor that we should 
have, through such an incarnation, some knowledge of 
or even some acquaintance with him; fellowship, com. 
panionship, unity of life in and with him, is essential 
to our own life. Asa child who never has seen his fg- 
ther gains something by reading the story of his life, 
and yet is orphaned, so humanity, if it had only a reve- 
lation of God, would still be but an orphaned human- 
ity. God comes to men, dwells with men, lives in 
direct personal contact with men. This we understand 
to be the biblical doctrine of Father, Son, and Holy 
Spirit; with the further teaching that these disting- 
tions are real and vital, not formal and mechanical; 
that they represent a reality in the divine nature, not 
merely different manifestations or different human per- 
ceptions; and yet that there are not three distinot 
Gods, but only one God, the Oreator and Provider, the 
Revealer and Redeemer, the Inspirer and Guide, of 
humanity. This is our faith, and this we understand 
to be the faith, the evangelical faith, of Christendom, 
though the statement of it is imperfect, as all state- 
ment of truths so transcendently sublime necessarily 
must be. 

III. It you wish to acquaint yourself with what 
we may call the scholastic doctrine of the trinity, 
almost avy good theological dictionary or any of the 
accepted treatises in theology will give it to you. We 
think at this moment of nothing better than Bishop 
Pearson on the Creed. But the doctrine of the trinity 
as studied a hundred years ago, and the doctrine of God 
as Father, Son, and Holy Spirit, held in the evangelical 
churches of to-dsy, are not the same. The doctrine 
has grown less definite and more spiritual, less a math- 
ematical statement, more a vital experience. If you 
desire to get the latest evangelical interpretation of the 
doctrine of God in its most spiritual forms, you will 
find such a statement in Robertson’s Sermon on the 
Trinity or in Maurice’s Theological Lectures. 

Suffer us to add, possibly for your benefit, certainly 
for the benefit of some readers perplexed as you are, 
that there are some things in religious philosophy 
which are unknowable and some which can be known; 
that it is wise to put our main energy on the study of 
those problems which are solvablé; that, speaking 
generically, only those things can be known which have 
some practical bearing on our own life; that the re- 
lations of the Father, the Son, and the Holy Spirit to 
each other have no relation to our spiritual life; they 
are among the secret things which God has kept to 
himself, and constitute a problem over which the 
Church has ever perplexed itself, and to which it has 
never found an answer; while the relations of the I'a- 
ther, Son, and the Holy Spirit to our individual souls 
constitute a problem the understanding of which is of 
immense practical importance, one which constitutes s 
theme worthy of our profoundest study, and one in the 
study of which the Church is ever making progress 
toward a better spiritual knowledge, and therefore s 
higher spiritual life. If you will turn your studies in 
this direction, to whatever philosophical conclusion 
they may lead you, they will certainly lead you, if 
reverently pursued, to a clearer faith, a deeper life, and 
a more hopeful and trusting consecration.

eign Mission-work. The delegate arrangement also, 
from each society, is precisely the thing.

It certainly would be if candidates for 
ordination were required to have commendations from 
its faculty. By some means or other we should in- 
spire among our clergy, old and young, an ambition 
for further education. A correspondence course 
would be infinitely better® than no course. If the 
plans were not too elaborate and expensive, the mul- 
titudes could be reached.

If the school must ad- 
journ, the greater the need for the coming of the 
papers! Few families are too poor to raise twenty- 
four cents for the SunpAyY ScHoot.

WASHINGTON LETTER. 


WasuHIneTon, D. C., September 19, 1887. 

It was a singular coincidence that the two sister 
republics of North America should both be jubilating 
at the same moment over great events in their history 
—the United States celebrating the centennial of the 
Constitution, and Mexico commemorating the anniver- 
sary of her independence and the birthday of her 
present president, Diaz. What more is needed to dem- 
onstrate the fatherhood of God and the brotherhood 
of man, or that the New World, at least, is the per- 
manent abode and the strong, safe guardian of the 
blessed boon of freedom so gloriously won by the blood 
and brawn of the fathers of the Republic? The great 
pageant at Philadelphia marks an important milestone 
in our country’s history and progress that will only be 
less memorable in the annals of the Republic than the 
celebration of the centennial of the Declaration of 
Independence. As educators of the people, such 
events are as worthy of consideration as the light of 
the patriotic sentiments that hallow them, for, during 
several weeks past, those who are familiar with the cir- 
culating literature of our public libraries have observed 
the great and growing demand for works upon both the 
history and the Constitution of the United States. 

There was an occurrence in the Treasury a day or two 
since that illustrated the practical working and benefit 


of true civil service reform—the discovery by Paying- 
teller Gibson of a fraudulent check that had been 
raised from $2 to $2,450, which had passed unchal- 
lenged through the hands of several banks—having 
been issued two years ago. If this trained expert had 
been turned out for political reasons, the probability is 
that the United States Treasurer would be out over 
$2,000. 

The Senate select committee, whose duty it is to in- 
vestigate the methods of cqnducting the departmental 
business of the Government, has received the desired 
information, together with much other useful and in- 
teresting matter, from the Interior and Post-cflice 
Departments. The report shows that there area little 
over 9,000 employes of the former department, of 
which number the Secretary appoints 3,189, the re- 
mainder being presidential appointees; that 94790 
persons are employed in the postal service, divided as 
follows: Six hundred are employed in the Postcffice 
Department proper, 75 are postmasters of the first class, 
400 of the second class, 1,884 of the third class, and 
52,415 of the fourth class; the railway mail clerks 
number 4,744, and the inland mail routes 27,264 —cover- 
ing 370,854 miles. The former report makes 460 pages 
of closely printed matter in octavo form, the latter 412 
pages, and both volumes will be verfvaluable as books 
of reference. 

It is thought that Secretary Bayard desires an East- 
ern man to fill the vacancy in the office of his First As- 
sistant, and among those prominently discussed for the 
position is the Hon. Perry Belmont, the young Con- 
gressman from New York who was chairman of the 
Committee on Foreign Affairsin the last Congress; 
but I hardly think it probable that, great as is the 
Empire State, it is entitled to a third place—in the 
Cabinet I had almost said, though it is nearly as im- 
portant as that. 

The project to connect the capital with the tomb of 
Washington by means of a great roadway, to be called 
Mt. Vernon Avenue, is assuming definite shape—a 
public meeting having taken all the necessary prelim- 
inary steps to put the patriotic enterprise on a success- 
fal footing, and it is quite probable that the work will 
be ultimately pushed to completion, as it has excited 
widespread interest that will materialize in a substan- 
tial manner. 

There died in this city last week, at the age of 75 
years, the last granddaughter of Thomas Jefferson, 
Mrs. Septima Randolph Meikleham, a lady who bore a 
remarkable personal resemblance to her honored rela- 
tive, and whose mind was stored with many interesting 
reminiscences of the great sage and patriot, as he 
ro:ked her on his knee at beautiful Monticello early in 
the present century, and later, when as a young lady 
she became the statesman’s favorite grandchild. Mrs. 
Meikleham leaves three children, one of whom—Miss 
Alice—is a clerk in the Patent Office. A few years 
since an attempt was made in Congress to pension this 
venerable lady, but it failed.

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GOLDEN WEDDING.

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TEMPLE OF FUDO. 


Morning after morning ever since we have moved to 
our present home, about the hour we usually begin to 
get up, we would hear a dull sound, as if some one 
were beating an old tin pan, and, like the Buddhist re- 
ligion, having an empty sound as though it were full 
of emptiness. I often thought it must be a temple 
bell, especially as shortly after I would hear the.sound 
of a drum; alsoat other times the same drum could be 
heard. A few evenings ago I went with my teacher a 
short distance, not over a quarter of a mile from my 
home. We came to a monastery where four or five 
monks live; next to it is an entrance to a temple where 
the above bell rings, and the drum beats as referred to 
above. 

The entrance is through a wide gateway in appear- 
ance, but no gate. On either side is a thick post, and 
these are united by two cross-beams, one two or three 
feet from the other; over the lower one isa narrow roof, 
about three teet wide, running the whole length of the 
cross-beams. A few steps on the right side of the path, 
which is roughly paved with stones, is a small tree, 
under which is a stone about two feet high and one and 
a half feet square, with a hole cut on top for water to 
cleanse their hands; by its side are two idols, one 
merely a pedestal about four feet high, fourteen inches 
by ten inches, placed on a base of two stones, one on 
the other, the lower one being about four by five feet 
and nine inches thick, the upper one being about 
twenty-two inches by thirty-one inches, and seven 
inches thick. The other idol was a slab with an image 
out therein; it was in a-sitting position; the slab is 
about twenty-six by fifteen inches wide; this also had 
two stones for a base; the lower one being round, was 
about thirty-two inches in diameter and twelve inches 
high, the upper one about fourteen by twenty inches, 
and five inches thick. 

We then ascend five stone steps. On this flatisa 
small temple called Kyoker ze Chignon; it is about 
twelve feet square, though the roof is fully twenty feet 
as it projects over each way—lI should say fully four feet. 
You can see through the doors and front into the tem- 
ple, as itis made with openings about four inches, the 
cross strips being about one inch let into others run- 
ning upon and down about the same size. Inside near 
the back, on the left side, is a small case, elevated 
about four feet, and is about four feet high by twenty 
inches broad; in this case are quite a number of small 
bronze idols. On the right side toward the back is an- 
other case, about two feet by thirteen inches, with a 
few more small idols painted green, while in the center 
is a shrine appearing like a large case with a roof upon 
it, projecting over the front and sides, with a small 
curtain opening in the middle. I could not see inside, 
but think it was a mirror. Io front of the shrine isa 
box for incense burning; also a rail with spikes on 
which to place candles; just inside the door, near 
enough to reach, is a large box, reminding one of the 
chest in the temple, in the days of Josiah, for money. 
On the door are a large number of strips of paper, 
which are petitions made by individuals to the idols; 
also near them are several small pieces of board, about 
five by seven inches, on which are the names of the in- 
dividuals who request help of the idol, or their mono- 
grams. Qn the same level are no leas that seven stone 
idols; the one nearest this temple is a thick slab stone 
about four feet high, and two and a half feet wide, 
having an image of a man about two anda half feet 
high. Justin front of this is a stone three feet long, 
about fourteen wide, and showing eight inches above 
the ground, while at the rear are two other smaller 
stones. 

Next to this, near the steps, is another idol, a atone 
slab about three feet high, with an image cut on it 
about two feet long; this has a base of two stones, the 
lower one about twenty-two by eighteen inches, out of 
ground six inches, upper stone twelve by fourteen 
inches thick, rounded on the edge. The last one on this 
side, or rather the one close to the steps, has another, 
the other side similar, to us appearing like fancy mon- 
umental work rather than idols. To some of this peo- 
ple they are gods. They are as follows: A base stone 
of about eighteen by twenty-two inches, out of ground 
nine inches; next stone above twelve inches square, 
from four inches high to six inches, and between the 
two it is rounded; next stone above about twenty 
inches high, eight inches square; below sloping up- 
ward to about seven inches at top; then another stone 


eleven inches square, four inches thick, leveled half Services by the writer. 


way up to the top, then a block of wood seven inches 
square, about five and a half inches thick, while the 
top stone is made like a roof, bottom part about twenty 
inches square, scalloped out fully eight inches, with a 
ball about seven inches in diameter. Next to this on the 
left side is a slab stone about twelve feet to fourteen feet 
high, from two and a half to three feet wide; about 
four feet from the ground is a warrior cut on it about 
three feet long, looking very cross, having his sword 
leaning on his right shoulder, which he holds in his 
right hand. 

A short space from this idol is another. Itis a ped- 
estal about eight feet high in all; steps fully one foot 
thick are all around, about five feet square; on it isa 
stone about thirty inches square and eight inches thick, 
with an engraving in front; over it is a six-cornered 
atone, nine inches thick with a gutter cut in from the 
edge about two inches; is two inches deep and four 
inches wide; on this is another six-cornered stone, 
fully four feet high, each side about eight inches. On 
this are images cut near the center about twenty inches 
high; then the cap stone, which is also six-cornered, 
each face showing one foot, made dome fashion, with 
a ball at the top—in all about eighteen inches thick— 
while close to the lower edge it is about two inches, 
and slopes inward; to the left of above is a pedestal, 
about nine inches square and six feet high, with an 
opening cut through from front to back, about ten 
inches long by three inches wide, while a hole two 
inches in diameter crosses them sbove; this stone 
slopes at the top three inches. On it are inscriptions 
on three sides. In front is a slab fully three feet high, 
fourteen inches wide, with an image cut in the center, 
about eighteen inches long. D. F. Jonzs
